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EXPLANATIONS OF THE CATALOGUE. 



A S Stated in the short note prefacing the second issue in May, 1890, of 
'^^** the Eighth Edition of the London Catalogue^ no additions have been 
made to the list since its publication in 1886. The changes now introduced 
represent therefore the results of the field work, the critical study of British 
plants, and the researches on nomenclature, made during the nine last years. 

Throughout this long period no fresh edition of either of our native 
Floras has appeared, to throw new light on questions of critical botany, 
although Mr. N. E. Brown's Supplement to English Botany^ and three out of 
four parts of that great work, the Index KewensiSy have been of material 
service on the vexed questions arising out of the priority of names. It is to 
the numerous papers on critical British plants constantly appearing in the 
Journal of Botany, that we are mainly indebted for the information necessary 
for keeping the Catalogue abreast of the times in this particular. 

The plan of the present edition follows that of the last, Bentham and 
Hooker's Genera Plantarum being again adopted for the generic order. 
The chief innovation is, perhaps, the addition of the authorities for the 
generic names. It may here be stated that pre-Linnean authorities are not 
quoted, e.g,, Aquilegia [Tourn.], Linn, is quoted simply as Aquilegia, Linn. 

The specific sequence of the last catalogue, which was based on the Third 
Edition of English Botany, is, in the main, retained. 

It will be found that the name Buda rupestris appears without any 
authority. This species was not described when the generic name Buda 
was in use, and is, I believe, now named under it for the first time, taking the 
place of Lepigonum rupestre, Kindb. The absence of authority to a few varietal 
names is to be accounted for on the ground that such varieties were not 
distinguished when the old specific names, now reverted to, were employed. 

Various plants which have been described by their authors as sub-species 
are treated in the Catalogue as varieties. In Rubus and Hieracium the system 
of grouping has been adopted, as it is believed that the practical utility 
arising therefrom will more than outweigh the little inconsistency or want of 
uniformity thus introduced. Further charges of inconsistency will doubtless 
be made on account of the introduction of comital numbers to some of the 
varieties and not to all. It was thought that in cases where careful study of 
large genera had enabled an approximate idea of the comparative rarity 
of varieties to be given, the addition of the comital numbers would be an 
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advantage. Lack of information alone prevented the numbers being 
given throughout the Catalogue, 

Plants which are commonly recognised as hybrids are now indicated by the 
use of the sign x placed between the names of the parent species, which are 
given in alphabetical order, excepting in Salix^ where the reviser gives special 
reasons for departing from this rule. Certain well-known names are frequently 
retained in parenthesis, as specimens exist in most herbaria which are known by 
no other designation ; but such names are omitted from recently described 
hybrids, as being both cumbrous and meaningless ; again, an inconsistency, 
but one which it is hoped will meet with general approval on the ground of 
convenience. The employment of the term forma (/.) is also somewhat 
arbitrarily introduced in some cases, especially where experts, who have 
kindly undertaken the revision of certain genera, have made use of it. 

During no period, probably, has better critical field work been performed 
than that accomplished during the last few years. A larger number of workers, 
a more advanced knowledge of critical plants, a stronger tendency towards 
specialism, and greater facilities for exploring remote regions, have resulted in 
a large aggregate addition to our list. 

The census numbers have been recast by Miss A. M. J. Bennett from the 
copy of Topographical Botany^ which her father has for many years kept 
posted to date. 

Changes in nomenclature are, unfortunately, again numerous. It could 
hardly have been otherwise. No previous edition of the Catalogue has had 
to pass through such a running fire of criticism on this vexed question 
as has fallen to the lot of the last, nor has greater attention ever been paid to 
the subject. I have again to acknowledge my obligations to Mr. B. D. 
Jackson, compiler of the Index Kewensis, to Mr. James Britten, Editor of the 
Journal of Botany, and to Mr. Arthur Bennett. These gentlemen have not 
only met as a small committee at my house on many occasions, to consider 
the very numerous suggestions brought forward in our botanical periodicals, 
and by many correspondents and critics, but have also proved constant 
and willing referees throughout the work. Among those who have offered 
suggestions I may specially mention Dr. F. A. Lees, Messrs. W. A Clarke, 
G. C. Druce, W. Pumfrey, and F. C. S. Roper. The Batrachian Ranunculi 
and CharacecB have been revised by Messrs. H. and J. Groves; Epilobium 
by the Rev. E. S. Marshall, who has also made valuable suggestions on the 
Festucce and other plants, many of which are embodied in various parts of 
the Catalogue ; Viola, Anthyllis and Juncacece by Mr. W. H. Beeby ; 
Euphrasia by Mr. F. Townsend ; Thalictrum and Alchemilla by the Rev. 
E. F. Linton; Rosa and Rubus by the Rev. W. Moyle Rogers, who has 
devoted much time and attention to a very arduous work ; Salix by the 
late Dr. F. B. White ; Potamogeton and Carex by Mr. Arthur Bennett. 

To the above, and all who have in any way helped, and especially to 
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Miss Thompson for the large amount of secretarial work and correspondence 
involved in the revision of the list, and extending over a period of many 
months, I desire to tender my sincerest thanks. 

The following explanations accompanied two or three of the lists sent, 
and I think it best to insert them verbatim. 

On Rubus Mr. Rogers writes : 

"In the case of certain long-established Rubi species, viz., villicaulis^ 
macrophylluSy radula, 'rosaceus, Koehleri^ dumetorum, corylifolius^ and ccBsiuSy 
where the name has been much used among us in an aggregate sense, it has 
been thought best to give first the comital distribution for the aggregate or 
species collectiva^ and then to add that of the several segregates or varieties 
separately. In other cases, where the specific name is followed by var. * b ' 
{or vars. *b,' *c,' etc.) it must be understood that the comital number 
attached to the specific name is restricted (so far as it has been found possible) 
to the type alone, exclusive of the varieties that follow. R, hirtus^ however, 
is so far an exception to this rule that it is used in the list in an aggregate 
sense onlyy the varietal names that follow it being included under itJ*^ 

On Rosa : 

" With reference to the Rose list, it may be mentioned here that justifica- 
tion for most of the changes found there may be seen in a paper published this 
year by M. Cr^pin, " Sur la n^cessit^ d'une nouvelle monographie des roses de 
TAngleterre." Thus the names R. sylvicola^ D^s^gl. and Rip., R, collina^ 
Jacq., R, Koscincianay Besser, and R, marginata, Wallr., are omitted because 
those roses are pronounced by M. Cr^pin to be hybrids of the non-British 
R, gallica, crossed with R, rubiginosa and R, canina. On the other hand, 
R, involuta, Sm., and R, hibernica, Sm., with their varieties, are retained 
because it is believed that British botanists (as a body, at all events) are not 
yet ready to acquiesce in the writer's contention that these also are certainly 
all of hybrid origin." 

On Salix Dr. White wrote : 

" In sending the list of the species and hybrids of the genus Salix I think 
it is desirable to give a few words of explanation regarding the method of 
arrangement adopted. Whilst following as far as possible the alphabetical 
system in mentioning the hybrids, it would tend rather to confusion to adopt 
that plan in its entirety. From the groups (some of them almost ranking as 
subgenera) into which the willows naturally fall, it would be misleading to 
separate widely, certain species and certain hybrids. For example, all the 
hybrids of S. purpurea ought to be placed under that species, for reasons 
which must be apparent to every botanist. The case of the hybrids with the 
alpine willows is not nearly so strong, but the convenience of associating them 
with these species will be manifest. 

" After a very long study of a very large amount of material, both British 
and Continental, of the willows referred to S, phylicifolia and S, nigricans^ I 
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have failed to discover sufficient grounds for retaining the latter as a species 
distinct from the former, but since the extreme forms (commonly known as 
S, phylicifolia and S, ni^cans respectively) impress upon their hybrids with 
other species sufficiently well-defined characteristics, these hybrids are given 
under each form and not with the species with which they would otherwise 
(according to the alphabetical system) have been associated, for the reason 
that the citation is then less cumbrous. Under S, phylicifolia is placed b. 
S, phylicifolia-nigricansy Wimm., not as the name of a hybrid, but as a 
convenient designation for the numerous forms which cannot be referred to 
either of the extremes. 

" The hybrids which S, viminalis forms with the species of the Caprecs 
group (5. aurita, S, anerea, and S. Capred) have of necessity been treated in 
a different manner from the other hybrids. The exact parentage of one or 
two of the forms has been proved, but in the absence of such knowledge 
regarding the others (some of them probably double and triple compounds) 
it is more convenient to treat them at present as forms of S, Smithiana and 
place them all under S^ viminalis, S. daphnoides^ Vill, is omitted, as it has 
no claim to be regarded as a native species. 5. Sadleri, Syme, which in the 
Revision I considered to be a variety of S, lanata, Linn., I now think to be 
only an extreme form connected by intermediates and not worthy of separate 
varietal distinction." 

Owing to the lamented death of Dr. White in December last, he never 
saw his list in print. All possibility of discussing several important points 
having passed, I deemed it best to insert Dr. White's list in its entirety and 
to ask the Rev. E. F. Linton to supply an alternative list to be printed at the 
end of the Catalogue, To this proposal Mr. Linton kindly assented, and 
this second list will have the advantage of corresponding with the set of 
exsiccata he and his brother are issuing, whilst Dr. White's list represents in 
a concise and revised form, the salient features of his important paper 
published in iht Journal of the Linnean Society, 

On Hieracium I have only to say that the list, with a few minor 
corrections and additions, follows that recently published by me in The 
Journal of Botany^ and that owing to the breaking up of many aggregate 
species the old comital numbers have become inapplicable, those now given 
being taken from authentic notes or specimens in my own and Mr. Back- 
house's herbaria. In each case the number appended to the variety is 
included in that of the species. 

On the questions of the inclusion or rejection of aliens, and the use of 
the asterisk, etc., I must refer the reader to the explanations on page 4 of the 
eighth edition. It may be well, however, to again repeat that the Catalogue 
is not intended to be a critical authority as to which plants are to be con- 
sidered as species, sub-species, varieties, and forms, which is the proper 
function of a Flora ; but aims simply at providing, in the most convenient 
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form, a useful working list of British Plants. It shows at a glance the relative 
frequency of the various species, and may be used as an index catalogue to 
the herbarium, for purposes of exchange and for making local lists ; it follows 
na one Flora but seeks to embody the most generally accepted opinions of 
British botanists. It aims, in short, at utility rather than authority^ although 
no pains have again been spared to make it as accurate as possible for the 
purposes for which it exists. 

The following explanation of the use of the census numbers is extracted 
from Mr. Watson's " Explanations " in the Seventh Edition of the Catalogue, 

"The numbers which follow the names of plants are intended for a 
census — a scale of rarity or frequency in relation to Britain as a whole. They 
express the numbers of counties in which the species has been reported to 
occur, as set forth in [the 2nd edition of] Topographical Botany [revised as 
before stated]. By subdividing the larger counties into two or more vice- 
counties, as explained in the work mentioned, their number is increased to 
12. Various circumstances interfere with the possibility of making these 
numbers quite exact, either absolutely so or in comparison with each other ; 
explanations of which may be sought in the work from which the numbers are 
taken. In general, these numbers show the counties ascertained for the 
species in a native or quasi-native condition ; but in several instances, notably 
in the instances of fruit-trees and timber-trees, of mints and other culinary 
herbs, the number has been given too high through the impossibility of clearly 
distinguishing the truly native habitats from others improperly so reported. 
Species wild only in Ireland or the Channel Isles, not in Britain proper, are 
distinguished by the initials I. or C, instead of the county numbers. In 
cases where an old aggregate has been divided and now appears under two 
or more segregate names, the census numbers will usually be too low, through 
want of full records in accordance with the change."
